On the - other 
hand the. prize idiot of the school 
may show patience and skill at 
mechanical tasks. - 

Intelligence Tests 

_ The only accurate method of 
judging a child’s intellect is’ by 
means of an intelligence test ‘by . 
which his intellirence is express- 
eg asa figure called the “intelli- 
gence quotient.” The intelligence 
quotient of the average child is 
100, and exceptionally bright 
children may go up to 150 or 160, 
awhile even cases of 180 and 190 
have been recorded.
